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Apollo Speeds Toward 
Splashdown In Pacific

Apollo 1 6 ’s three explorers neared the 
end of their lunar journey of discovery 
today, speeding toward a fiery dash 
through 
the 
atm osphere 
and 
splashdown in the Pacific Ocean. 
They feel they might be coming 
home with the volcanic evidence they 
sought when they started o u t 11 days 
ago, a puyload of rocks and other data 
that 
could 
vastly 
enrich 
m a n ’s 
knowledge o f the moon. 
John W. Young, Charles M. Duke Jr. 
and Thom as K. Mattingly II were on 
course for a 1:44 p.m. CST landing 
178 
miles 
southeast 
of 
Christmas 
Island 
and 
1,519 
miles 
south 
of 
Hawaii. 
The astronauts briefly fired their jet 
thrusters three houcs before landing to 
zero in on their landing target. The 


foursecond 
firing also made sure a 
jettisoned equipm ent bay does not hit 
a small island named Penrhyn. The bay 
is shucked loose before re-entry and 
normally burns up from atm ospheric 
friction. 
The main recovery ship, the carrier 
Ticonderoga, 
reported 
the

excellent, 
with 
clear 
skies, 
gentle 
winds, 
waves 
of 1 
to 3 feet and 
tem perature of 84 degrees. 
As 
the 
1 ,2-million-mile 
voyage 
neared an end, the astronauts held a 
news conference Wednesday in a final 
telecast to Mission Control from their 
com m and ship Casper. 
“ We’ve seen as much in 10 days as 
most people in 10 lifetim es,” Young 
said. 
Answering questions prepared by 
newsmen at the space center, Duke 
and Mattingly reported seeing features 


which 
could 
have 
been carved by 
volcanoes. 


One form ation, said Duke, “ h ad the 
shape of very 
subdued old cinder 
cones or something of that nature. To 
us, it looked like it might have been a 
source o f some volcanic activity way, 
way back.” 


Mattingly, who orbited the m oon 
alone 
for 
three 
days 
while 
his 
crewm ates 
probed 
the 
surface, 
reported “ a big hole in the side wall of 
this crater, and it appeared that there 
was material oozing out. It looked like 
it was filled with a pool of material 
and then this material had run dow n 
the side.” 


Mission 
Control officials said he 
m eant the material had oozed o u t in 
the past and was not still active. It 
could be an old lava flow, they said. 


In an earlier discussion, Young and 
Duke both 
cautioned it would be 
premature to speculate on w hat lunar 
secrets might be unlocked by the rocks 
they picked up on the moon. 
“ We have to wait until we get back 
to the laboratory to find o u t what 
w e’ve got,” Young said. 
Both m oonm en were surprised at 
the types of rocks they found at the 
landing 
site, 
they 
told 
the 
news 
conference 
from 
100,000 
miles 
in 
space. 


“ The original impression had been 
there was mostly volcanics to look 
for," Duke said. “ I d o n ’t think we 
found as high a percentage of volcanics 
as we had originally anticipated.” 
But he added: “ The rocks we found 
were unique, we had never seen similar 
rocks before

samples.”

Porter had called on North

progress can be achieved on 
w ith d r a w a l 
o f

Vietnam ese to respond to his 
proposal now or at a new 
session 
o f the peace

In addition efforts are being made in several states 
to outlaw' the exclusive hiring hall in the field of 
agriculture. In Florida both houses of the legislature 
courageously went on record by substantial majorities 
in behalf of individual freedom but the will of the 
poeple was effectively throttled in a conference 
committee (led by State Senator Dan Scarborough) 
and the bill died when the legislature adjourned 
recently. Farm workers and other citizens for Right to 
Work in Florida, California and Kansas and other states 
will, however, continue the fight to frustrate efforts by 
Chavez to coerce farm workers into his “union” by the 
use of an exclusive hiring hall. 
To join — or not to join — a union must remain a 
matter of free choice for citrus pickers or other 
workers. The working conditions of farm laborers most 
certainly must be improved — and it may be that we 
should legislatively protect their right to organize. But 
farm labor legislation without a Right to Work is worse 
than no farm labor legislation at all.

The North Vietnamese drive into South Vietnam 
through 
the strangely named Demilitarized Zone 
started on March 31 with a characteristically Russian 
artillery barrage of great intensity.
